Supreme Court Orders His Re­ 


turn'to New York Court 


Jurisdiction 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21. 
Harry K. 
Thaw today was ordered extradited to 
New Vent. 
Tile order was issued by a Supreme 
Court decision, and means tlint Thaw 
must return to New York from New 
Hampshire and lace trial on a charge 
of conspiracy to escape from Mattea- 
wan Asylum. 
This reverses tile de­ 
cision of the Supreme Court of New 
Hampshire which granted 
Thaw 
a 
writ of habeas corpus. 
Whether Thaw will be returned to 
Matteawan Asylum will depend on the 
New York authorities. 
Thaw’s attor­ 
neys here declare that if their client 
is not tried for conspiracy or if at­ 
tempts are made to Hold him as an 
alleged lunatic, another writ of habeas 
corpus will be sought. 
The court's 
opinion was read by Justice Holmes. 
lr overruled n e a r l y every point made 
by Thaw’s counsel.

Sartori Explains System 


(From Ix)s Angeles Financial News.) 


"The inauguration of the Federal Reserve system 
m eans increased prosperity for the United States. 
'IIH' Federal Reserve hanks are essentially com ­ 
mercial hanks. 
Their business will be rediscount 
commercial paper for other hanks. 
That is to say, 
paper arising out of manufacture, purchase and sale 
of merchandisie and short-time loans made to people 
engaged in agricultural pursuits." 
This is the view 
of Joseph F. Sartori, president of the Security Trust 
and Savings Bank, member of the currency com m is­ 
sion of the American B an kers’ Association, former 
president of the savings hank section of that organ­ 
ization and one of the hest known hankers in this 
country. 
Continuing Mr. Sartori said: 
"T he member banks will continue as heretofore 
to make commercial loans to their customers and to 
others entitled to commercia) credit. 
T hese loans 
winch have a maturity of ninety days or less front 
the date of discount will he available for discount 
by the member banks with the Federal Reserve hank. 
Heretofore when there has been extraordinary de­ 
mand for legitimate credit, the individual banks could 
not at till times meet or satisfy the demands without 
borrowing from each other, which som etim es was 
difficult to do. 
Now the individual hanks w ill he able 
to meet such legitimate demands for additional credit 
by rediscounting their available paper with the F ed ­ 
eral Reserve bank. 
Under the. new system therefore 
there should he no difficulty in all merchants, manu­ 
facturers and retailers obtaining loans 
providing 
they are entitled to such credit in the judgm ent of 
the member hanks with which they are doing busi­ 
ness. 


“There will be an added ability to the national 
hanks to extend further legitimate credit. The whole­ 
saler and m anufacturer of good credit will he more 
able at all tim es to get accom m odated by his hank. 
The sam e will be true of the retail merchant. 
It 
applies also to the farmer, 
lf his bank thinks that 
he Is entitled to credit it is more able to extend 
it, because the hank can use his paper for rediscount­ 
ing. 
“ Of course, under the new system the hanks will 
be quite conservative in the m atter of rediscounting 
and will only do so when it is absolutely necessary 
in order to meet the legitimate dem ands of their 
responsible customers. 
They are not going to sell 
their loans for the purpose of reloaning when not 
absolutely n ecessary to maintain the business equili­ 
brium. 
if rediscounting should be engaged in by 
banks to a large extent it would soon result in undue 
and unsafe expansion of credit. 
The natural con­ 
servatism of bankers and the able management of 
the Federal R eserve banks together should obviate 
any such expansion of credit. 
“The reduced reserve requirements under the fed­ 
eral reserve act together with the rediscounting abil­ 
ity of the Reserve hank based on their capital and 
deposits should in the near future ease the demand 
for legitimate commercial credit, and this should 
soon he followed by an easier m arket for fixed or 
time loans on other securities, such a s stocks, bonds 
and real estate. 
The new ban*ks will create and 
continue confidence, and it is lack 
of 
confidence 
which has in the past had much to do with periods of 
financial d istr e ss. 
With our increased exports, the 
increased demand abroad for many of our factory 
products and the new facilities of our new hanking 
system, there is every reason to Mope for increased 
prosperity for the whole nation.”

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A Potpouri of News and Views 


(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


Kruttschnitt Is Optimistic 
“It may bo simply a state of mind but I can ’t 
help but believe that we have ‘touched bottom' and 
that. conditions are improving. 
I arn confident that 
we have seen the w orst and that better times are 
ahead for us. 
The 
European 
war 
was 
direcly 
responsible for only a small part of the conditions, 
but business interests are so intertwined that, like 
a house of cards, when one card is hit the whole 
house falls.” 
This is tho optimistic view of condi­ 
tions expressed by Julius K ruttschnitt, chairm an of 
the Executive Committee of the Southern Pacific 
Company, who was in Los Angeles this week on a 
tour of inspection of the system. Continuing he said: 
“As far as the Southern Pacific is concerned, we 
are like an individual, we can’t keep on borrowing 
money to meet expense. 
We are caring for only 
the most urgent im provem ents as the. conditions 
arise, and are going 
extremely 
slow in thinking 
about, future ones. 
I have had recom mendations 
handed to me for improvements on the various parts 
of the system that a t a conservative estim ate would 
aggregate from $40,000,000 to $60,000,000. 
I am au­ 
thorizing only those that are im perative. 
We must 
have new rails and must constantly improve our 
roadbed to make for the safety of passengers, but 
we are not considering new stations or extensions. 
We must keep 
expenditure 
com m ensurate 
with 
revenue. 
“It stands to reason that the railroads must have 
more revenue. 
They can’t live on what they are 
making now. 
W ith the decrease of rates has come 
an increase of wages and higher prices for m a­ 
terials. 
Rates have been fixed at. the point where 
the railroads can only make a fair return on their 
investm ent when business is good, and when traffic 
is low they must, suffer. 
The traffic now is small 
and whether it will increase to a point where a 
reasonable dividend can be paid no mortal man can 
say. 
No railroad can maintain its credit unless 
it can pay a reasonable dividend in addition to pay­ 
ing interest on its investm ent and at the same time 
acquire a reasonable surplus. 
“Just what effect the Panam a Canal is going to 
have on the railroads it is impossible to say until 
it can be seen how it will work out. 
It is a fact 
that up to the present time the water business has 
cut into the railroad freight traffic. 
However many 
of the shippers are just trying the w ater route out 
because it is a new thing. 
Then regardless of how 
much traffic the canal may mean it will not be a 
complete loss for us, for the vessels can only bring 
the freight to the coast and the railroads will have 
the haul from the coast to interior points. Again 
we m ust figure that the canal opening will build 
this country up and make more business and more 
travel. 
I do not feel morose as to the future, I 
know that the Canal is there to stay, and I also feel 
that the Southern Pacific is here to stay.” 
Regarding the question of Government ownership 
Mr. K ruttschnitt said: “If I could run another m an’s 
business as I darned pleased, regulating the ser­ 
vile he was giving, his customers and determ ining 
the rrice he asked and the profits, if any, he re­ 
ceives without taking any of the responsibility of 
the business, why should I want to own it? 
That 
is what the Government is doing, and what could 
they gain by owning the railroads outright?”

this year will approximate fifty million barrels,” says 
Farm and Fireside.

Really our apple m arket should not suffer 
if those six apples are kept at home."

Reviving a Famous Camp 
The famous old mining camp of Belmont, Nev., is 
to take on a new period of activity, and the old 
mines are to be reopened, says the Mining and En­ 
gineering W orld. 
The Nevada California Pow er Co. 
is now talking of extending the transm ission lines 
from Tonopah, by the way of M anhattan, to Belmont. 
The history of this old camp is very interesting. 
It was discovered before the building of the Union 
Pacific railroad, and was known in its early history 
as “Silver Bend.” Later, the name was changed to 
Belmont, and it was the county seat of Nye county 
until 1904, a t which time the county seat was moved 
to Tonopah. 
Belm ont was 180 miles from the main 
line of the C entral Pacific, and about 81 miles from 
Austin, Nev., w hich was on a branch line. There was 
no opportunity for w ater power in the vicinity, and 
so steam power was used—made by burning sage , 
brush and scrub pine under the boilers. 
T his fuel 
was carried into Belmont on pack anim als, and was 
sold in early days for $8 a load—a load being w hat 
one burro could carry. Several big mills and chlorina­ 
tion works w ere built, and brick furnaces and high 
smoke stacks were erected. It is said th at the bricks 
for these w ere hauled from Kansas City, and that 
they cost $1 apiece by the time they were landed 
in Belmont. 
Even with all this expense, Belm ont 
produced much profitable ore, and boasted a popula­ 
tion of between 8000 and 10,000 people at one time. 
Among the mines of the district there is none more 
than 500 or 600 feet deep, and at the present tim e 
all are filled with water. 
It is now planned to un­ 
w ater and reopen the mines, using electric power, 
and with the modern methods of mining and milling 
hundreds of thousands of tons of low-grade ore will 
he available. 
------------------------------- 
Assessors of State Meet 
County Assessors Association of California held 
their thirtieth annual convention this week in Mer­ 
ced. 
The attendance was large sixty out of seventy- 
two Assessors and Assessors-elect of the State, be­ 
sides as many more visitors, including tax experts, 
members of the State Board of Equalization. Among 
the speakers w as State Controller Cham bers who, 
in a paper which he read on "State Revenue,” said 
that the abolition of the corporation tax and the 
poll tax made a deficit probable. 
As to m eans of 
overcoming 
this 
suggestion 
made 
included 
the raising of rates on all or several of the public 
utility corporations and the banks; to levy an ad 
valorem tax, a liquor traffic tax, an income tax and 
a license tax upon all lines of business not con­ 
ducted by corporations which are now taxed. 
Professor Case C. Phelan, State Tax Expert, in an 
address on the income tax law declared th a t “ the 
income tax was not necessary as a financial m easure 
at the time of its adoption. It was thought th at the 
reduction of he tariff would reduce the revenues 
from th at source. 
It is, of course, too early to fore­ 
cast the full effect on the revenues of tho recent 
tariff revision.” 
He outlined the history of income 
taxes and compared the United States tax with th at 
of other countries. 
In his opening address President H opkins stated 
that despite the financial depression the counties 
have been able to m aintain their valuations—in fact, 
have increased them. 


Quincy Maintains Its Record 
By declaring a dividend of 50 cents a share, payable 
December 21, Quincy Mining Company, is able to 
claim its dividend record unbroken for 46 years, or 
since 1868. 
No other American copper mine has so 
enviable a record; no other copper mine in the 
world, save the Tharsis Sulphur and Copper Co. of 
Spain, has made annual payments to stockholders 
over so long a period. 
The last previous dividend 
on Quincy was declared in September, 1913’. Though 
14 months have since elapsed it makes no difference 
in the dividend record, measured by calendar years. 


Commissions Come High 
The story of the Illinois Railroad (iom piissioner 
who, when at a hearing where there, was consider­ 
able discussion of L, < . L. rates (less than carload), 
innocently asked one of tile railroad men, ‘W hat road 
do they mean when they refer to the L. C. L. ?’ is 
now supplemented by a letter w ritten by the chair­ 
man of one of the State Railroad Commissions In 
the Southwest to one of the railroads pointing out 
the fact th at the company showed only a $150,000 
surplus over all deductions in the recent year and he 
wished to know w hat had become of the $1,000,000 
surplus that was shown in the previous year,” says 
the Wall S treet Journal. 


Value Placed on Railway 
The reproduction cost, less depreciation, of the 
Crescent City Railway, as of June SO, 1914, has been 
found by the Railroad Commission to he $430,052.55. 
This railroad, which is owned by W illiam G. Hon­ 
shu w. operates between Riverside, Bloomington and 
Rialto. 
Passenger service is performed by the Paci­ 
fic Electric Railway. 
The principal revenue of the 
line is derived from shipments of cem ent from the 
cement plant at Crestmore. 


Steel Practically Indestructible
